Recently brought from Africa, the new species, Saintpavlia 
grotei, has brown, creeping stem which grows up to two feet the 

first year, leaf stem up to ten inches long and leaves up to four 
inches across. Its light blue flowers shade to deep violet at the 


center. 


Saintpaulia magungensis has creeping and branching brown stems 
which hang down over the rim of the contalner. The stem may be tied 
to a stake and it will grow upright, similar in growth to a staked 
tomato, The Leaves are medium green on the upper surface and paic 
greenish white on the lower and cupped downward. It has violet blue 
petals with darker centers and bright yellow anthers. 


Saintpaulia tongwensis, of which we have a very limited supply, 
has a broad pale green band along the center of each leaf parallel 
to the mid-vein in the leaf. The flowers are pale violet blue.
